When you plan a color scheme for your kitchen, there's almost always a 
doubt in your mind as to where to start: cabinets? counter tops? walls? floor? 
But there is no "mixing or matching" problem with the American 
Kitchens plan. Here you know just where to begin . . . with the cabinets. A 
choice of two basic cabinet colors are offered: Birch with Copper, or all- 
White. Either is warm in tone and goes with any color if used in the proper 
proportions. And don't forget the new copper oven and built-in range 
which enhances any kitchen. 

Once you have made up your own mind which of these cabinet colors 
suits your taste, you have the fun of selecting a color scheme lo match your 
cabinets. Let your own color preferences guide you. For helpful ideas, ask 
your American Kitchens dealer about the "Color Styling Book" containing 
many ideas for coordinating floors, counler-tops, walls, curtains, and upholstery. 



Kitchen 
Color Hints 
and Examples 



| To make a kitchen look larger, use 
light cool colors, (azure blue, grey, light 
aqua, light green). 

| Conversely, warm colors make a 
kitchen appear smaller. When using 
these primary hues (red and yellow) and 
their related tones, it is advisable to use 
a tint (pink, primrose yellow) or use the 
strong hues as color accents. 

| To absorb strong, warm light from a 
window, paint the wall opposite the win- 
dow a dark color, (charcoal, deep blue). 

| To make a narrow kitchen seem 
wider, paint the end walls a brighter and 
warmer tone than the side walls, (side 
walls white, end walls coral). 

| To enlarge the apparent size of a 
room, paint the woodwork the same 
color as the walls, (wallpaper with 
white background, woodwork also white. 

| To make a low ceiling appear higher 
paint a lighter color than the walls. Or 
on the other hand, if the ceiling is high, 
a dark-colored paint will "lower" it, 
(white to heighten the ceiling, avacado 
green to lower it). 

| To give the illusion of greater space 
in a small home, decorate adjoining 
rooms in similar colors rather than in 
contrasting colors, (if yellow is the 
accent in your living or dining room, 
play it up as one of the main colors in 
your kitchen). 




Soft warm colors make this large family kitchen appear cosy, 
efficient. High ceiling painted contrasting dark shade appears to 
"close-in," while soft red wall tone seemingly reduces long row of 
wall cabinets. 
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Light cool colors create illusion of spaciousness in this kitchen, 
emphasizing compact efficiency. Kitchen looks much larger than it 
actually is through use of light blues and greys on walls and floor.

The Sink or Cleaning Center — Food prepa- 
ration revolves around the sink, as water is avail- 
able. You should have a storage space for utensils, 
china, glassware, and silverware nearby. Working 
at the sink will be a joy, instead of a chore, when 
you have ample storage space at your fingertips. 



The Refrigerator or Storage Center — 

In addition to the space in your refrigerator, you 
will want space for receiving foods, and supplies, 
and storing supplies that are not refrigerated. So 
plan plenty of counter space and cabinets near your 
refrigerator. For greatest convenience, locate this 
center near an outside door. 



The Range and Oven — Cook and Serve 
Center — This center should be between the 
cleaning center, with its water supply, and the 
place where you serve. In addition to the storage 
space in your range, you probably will want addi- 
tional cabinet space for utensils, as well as counter 
space for extra working surface.
